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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
David Platz on January 13, 2010. 

3. Claims 36-62 and 64-71 (renumbered as 1-35) are allowed. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . Claim 36, line 25, DELETE "desearlizing" INSERT therefor - deserializing— 

2. Claim 49, line 26, DELETE "desearlizing" INSERT therefor - deserializing— 

3 . Claim 6 1 , line 28, DELETE "desearlizing" INSERT therefor - deserializing- 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention individually or in 
combination the limitation of executing an operating system that includes a shell and a kernel, 
the kernel of the operating system including a file system that is encapsulated by a database 
management program. . .wherein the database management program encapsulates the file system 
by handling file system access requests from the one or more user mode applications, wherein 
the one or more applications are configured to interface with one or more functions of an 
operating system application program interface that send read/write requests to the database 
management program of the operating system. . .deserializing by the database management 
program, the specific file into data indicative of a specific object exposing, by the operating 
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system, the specific object to the one or more user space applications, as set forth in claim 36, 49, 
and 61. 

6. The closest prior art of record, Shutt et al. taken with Barney et al. and Sandhu et al, 
discloses a data protection system that integrates a database with Windows Explorer in the 
Microsoft Windows 9X and NT Environments that mimics the Windows Explorer user interface, 
enabling the user to apply already known use paradigms. The data protection system appears as 
an extension to Windows Explorer and visibly appears as a folder item called the data vault. The 
data vault is a virtual disk that represents the underlying database. The database creates records 
and stores information about files backed up to removable secondary storage medium. However, 
the prior art does not teach or suggest the limitations cited above as being free of any prior art 
when read in the claims as a whole.
